The Hon II L Langevin, Minister of 
Worka for the Dominion of CaDadn, 
takes his departaro from this Provineo 
by tho Prince Alfred to-day. Mr Lon- 
goviu'e visit has been au agrooabio and, 
Jet as hope, uaolal occasion. Although 
scarcoly a month in tho Province, he 
has iravorficd tho extromo length of it, 
visited the moat important mining 
camps, minglod with all classes of its 
people, makiDg himself familiar with 
thoir wants and aspiration ; he has also 
visited its principal ooal fields, and its 
lumber mills ; he has examined its vari- 
ous ocoan harbors, and has pornonaily 
inspectod thoeo points ou its seaboard 
which dorivo special interest from thoir 
possible connootion with tho route and 
torminus of the Canadian Pacifia Bail- 
way ; ho has visited and examinod its 
gaols, hospitals and othor publio and 
charitablo institutions, aud has, from 
personal observation, mado himsolf ac- 
quainted with tho character aud posi 
tion of the disputed Island of San Joan. 
In ft word, ho has '• done " tbo Pacifio 
Provinoo iu a singlo month, and it may 
now bo truly assorted that ho poasosses 
a more thorough aud practical know- 
ledge of its wants and rosourcos and 
can forma more intelligent estimate ol 
its fature than most of onr publio men 
who havo sneut a whole deoado in it. 
Too loading orguu of tho Opposition 
will doubtloss announce, in due courso, 
tho return of the Canadian Minister 
from a •' pleasure trip to the Paoiflu,'' 
It is to bo hopod that the trip muy not 
have proved altogether an unpleasaut 
one to tho distinguished Minister, 
although tie has undergone an amount 
of fatigno and exposnro from which most 
Ministers, ayo, and would-be-Ministers, 
too, would shrink. To tho people of this 
Provineo it has proved tho occasion of 
much pleasure and of vory great sati«- 
faotion, indeed ; aud we can ouly 
say that it would be well if the leader ol 
the Oppoation iu the IIouso of Com. 
mons would take a similar " plousnre 
trip." It might he tho moans of pre- 
venting his standing up in bis place 
in Parliament and talking the most ex- 
aggerated nouson8o about the country 
and its people — disparogiog tho oau und 
insulting tho other, as ho did last sess- 
ion. It might not 1 Bo that as it may, 
it is perfectly certain that tho Hod 
Mr Langevin has, during his brief so- 
journ in this Province,won golden opinions 
on every hand, both for- himself and for 
bis colleagues, Tho visit oaunot fail to 
produco good fruit. There are thou- 
sands of people in this Province who 
novor saw Canada, and whoso opporta- 
nitios of forming anything like a eorroci 
estimate of it aud its publio men wore 
vory meagre indeed, To such tho vif.it 
of the distinguished Minister has been 
specially gratifying J but to all classes 
his visit has been important, as affording 
tangible evidence both of tbo ability ol 
the Dominion Cabinet nod of its thorough 
earnoetne6a in the great work of empire, 
as well as its honest determination to 
fulfill, in spirit^ as well as in letter, all 
its obligations in respect of British Col- 
umbia. Tho happy fruits of this visit 
are already manifest iu tbo fooling <,1 
unbouudod coufideuoo in tho good faith 
and able statesmanship of the Dominion 
Cabinot now pervading every class of 
the community — a condition of micJ 
vjhioh wo bopu eoon lo see practically d«- 
monsirated in the election of fix good men 
and true, eenl to Ouawu pledged lo pive 
that Cabinet a ^onoroua wtole-heancd 
Bopporl. briefly advortin^ to matters more 
dirtcily lalling within tho seopo ol liin min- 
isterial function?, may we DOl venture to 
luok lor llio earlier fruits ol Air Laogovio'e 
visit in tLa immediate undertaking of na. 
ceeeary public works'! To a gentleman pos- 
sessing eueli i>ra>p and clearubi-8 of iutolleet 
it will not be udotHHary to point oat the 
important ir.lluenco which the character ol 
tho public buildings ol the Provinoo munt 
exort upoo this coast, aud to urge the policy 
end justice of ereciing such publio struc- 
ture! as will teed to luspiro atraagora with 
confidence in the country and respect and 
admirulioa for its Uovornmont. British Col- 
umbia, lot it hever be forgotten, is lbs nole 
representative of the new limpiro on ibis 
0(jaot. It, Mauds alouo and mum speak lor llm 
rmtion in this weotirn world. Let its public 
bu.ldiugs be worthy ol the Empire aud ol loose 
who are intrusted with the administration ot ilt 
otiairs— Bometbiog to which Uih peoploof the 
Province may point wjlb juniiti.ible ptide, 
as indicative ot the substantial and enter. 
ptisi.Tji, character of the jouDg uatiou and 
lta Uovernuieut. In cor.cluiion, nil b»rs 
only to oomplimenl tho Cuiiinot at Ottawa 
upon the wite BeliCtiou ol their first Paoifio 
missionary, lo wish the lion .Mr Lungoviu a 
sale and pleasant (rip homo, aud la riMuro 
hnxi of the highest obiuoiii aud bett wishes 
ol ibn people of tbu Pacific Province.

Mr. Langcviu, C.B., 
to Barclay Souuti, 

WHAT WAS SEEN AND DONE 
THERE 1 



QMS Sparrowhawk, Capt Mist, arrived at 
8 a ni, yostorday from Bareliy Sound. The 
8parrowhawk left Esquimau on Monday last 
with the following -named gaotlemou on 
board: His Honor the Lieut Governor, Hon 
H L Langevin, C B, Chief Justice Begbio 
and Gilbert Malcolm Sprout, Esq Alter 
-iaiting the famous dieptitod island ol Ban 
Juan lue Sparrow-hawk ran down to Race 
Rooks arriving the'e about six o'clock. The 
•veniog was cold and rainy; tho wind blew 
hard and there wna a considerable eea 
on which rendered landing extremely haz- 
ardous. However, Mr Langevin and too 
other gentlemen were rowed 10 the rock and 
iDBpootod the fine buildings/ to >ver and lan- 

j erlJ Mr Langevin nxpresiiog himself pleased 

with tho elate of efficianey in which ho found 
averyihing. After Inspection the genllemen 
returned on board tho Sparrowhawk, which 
proceeded on the way to Bir'cmy Sound 
where Bae arrived at G o'clock iho following 
morning. The entranoe to in.* Sound was 
carefully examined— ! he day being clear and 
partieoUrly favorable for euoh a purpose. 
The Sparrowhawk then steamed up Alberni 
Canal to the hmbor at the bead of it — arriv- 
ing there at midday. Tho LieuiGuvornor, 
Mr Langevin, Mr Spront and Captain Miat 
proceeded in the ship's gig op Alberni river, 
Mr Langevin examined tho couuliy cloialy 
and partiaularly the range of mountain* in 
which is the pae* that leads across to Horn 
Lake and thence to Nsuaiuio, This pais is 
700 or 800 feet high and is distant six miles 
from the river. The pass is a water-course aod 
■beds towards Alberai. Once through the 
pass tho traveler comes lo Horn Lake, which 
liea immediately between the range of inouo 
tains in a level country. This luice i« drained 
by Qualioum river, which falls into the Gulf 
of Georgia. Suppose an artificial canal to be 
but from Alberni river to Horn Lake, Van- 
couver Wand would be practically cut mtwol 

During the lime the Alberni mills wero In 
full operatinn, 60 ships— mostly large— 
ascended Barclay Sound and Alberei Canal 
and not a single disaster occurred to any ol 
them, notwithstanding 15 or 20 sailed op 
before tho official chart was made. In ca«o 
Ban Juan if ceded to Iba Americans, Ihe 
information obtained by Mr Liogevio will 
prove invaluablo to Iho Canadian Governs 

mea t as Barclay Soond muit then be Ibe 

terminus of oar rail vay. The party next 
visiUd the settlement and raille — which re- 
minded tbera of Gray's Elegy ol The De 
sorted Village — only one man residing ihere, 
where a low years ngo several hundred peo- 
ple* lived, moved and bad thoir boiog,' Tbe 
Sparrowhawk lay. overoight off "be settle- 
ment nod on Wednesday morning pet sail 
lot Esquimalt, arriving there ot 8 o'clock 
yeBterday morning. Tbe I.iont Governor, 
Mr Langevin, and tho remainder o' the 
gentlemen iurming tho party, broakfasted 
with Admiral Farqubar. Alter breakfast 
the party, who were a' companied by the Ad- 
miral, proceeded in the /Valous lauooh to 
ioipsol the Fiegard Light, tho Dockyard und 
the proposed Bite for a Gaiving Dock at 
Constance (Jove.
